Claims 1-11,1 3-23 and 27-28 are allowable. For the purposes of allowance the 
original numbering of the claims has been changed. Claims 8-11 and 21-23, previously 
withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, require all the 
limitations of an allowable claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 
821.04(a), the restriction requirement among inventions I, II and III, as set forth in 
the Office action mailed on January 31, 2008, is hereby withdrawn and claims 8-1 1 
and 21-23 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. 
In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant(s) are advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 
443 F.2d 1 21 1 , 1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The general concept of reducing noise in a main input microphone signal by 
generating a noise reference channel with a noise reference microphone such that the 
noise is subtracted from the main input signal was known in the art at the time of the 
invention as evidenced by Ikeda (US 6,285,768 B1). However, the Examiner has not 
found prior art that teaches or suggests the modification of Ikeda in order to provide a 
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system that orients a direction of minimum sensitivity of the reference microphone 
towards the target source of the main input signal such that the received signal to noise 
ratio between the two channels is compared to a predetermined value, wherein an 
adaptive filter section filters the main signal when the ratio is larger than the 
predetermined value in order to remove the target signal from the noise reference signal 
through a subtraction section as defined in the independent claims 1,14 and 27. Other 
prior art has been cited herein regarding directional microphones and noise suppression 
circuits, however the other prior art of record also fails to teach or provide suggestion to 
arrive the combination of the elements and steps presented in the independent claims, 
again when said elements or steps are collectively considered in regards to each claim. 
For at least the reasons listed above, the dependent claims are also allowed in view of 
their respective dependencies upon the independent claims.
